RAILROAD NEWS. 

President Robert Harris'Tlews— Messrs. Hunt- 
ington and Crocker's Trip. 

San Fran'cisco, April 20.— President 
Robert Harris, of the Northern Pacific, 
last night in conversation said that his 
company had not mapped out any branch 
system to he built in Washington Terri- 
tory, nor had it any idea when it would 
secure an entrance into Winnipeg, Mani- 
toba, with tho assistance of the Canadiiiii 
line. His company liad already com- 
pleted a branch line from its main line in 
Minnesota northward via Grand Forks to 
the Canadian border. All now depended 
on tho ftbiiiitoba people building to a con- 
nection with this branch, and probably 
that might soon occur from tho fact that 
the Canadian government had recently, 
for tho consideration of some §15,000,- 
000, arrived at an understanding with the 
Canadian Pacific railway by which its ex- 
clusive right to operate in the country 
from Winnipeg south to the United 
States border had been relinijuished. 

TKBBB FIRSI-OLASS COLIiISBS. 

San Francisco, April 20. —The state- 
ment is published hero that C. P. Hunt- 
ington and Charles Crocker, during their 
circuitous visit to the Puget Sound coun- 
try, secured several undeveloped but 
promising coal mining properties which, 
it is said, will give the Southern Pacidc 
an excellent supply of coal. The new ac- 
quuitions are said to be on both 
sidos of "tho border lino of Brit- 
ish Columbia, the property being near 
Departure Bay. It is also stated that the 
Southern Pacific is having plans prepared 
for the coiiBtniction of three hrst-class 
steel colliers which ar* to exceed in size 
anything now on the coast. No estimate 
of their cost has been made, but it is 
thought the cost will be over half 
a million dollars for each steamer.

— Till! situation in the 
oast has become mure critical within the 
past few tlays than at any time the kst 
two years. Rioting, or rather an uprising 
against the governiueiit in lioumania, to- 
logeiher with the determination of Russia 
foUcjw UII her action against Prince Ferdi- 
nand causes European statesmen serious 
alarm. Thuir apprehensions at present 
are bused on more solid ground than that 
'.vhich has hitherto marked such uneasy 
l'eeliii!.;s re^'arding tho uiaint enance of 
peace in the Balkans. Russia induced 
Turkey to send a note to the Bulgarian 
government, reflecting on tho illegality of 
I'Vudinand's position, and tho Bulgarians 
did nothing. They neither oboyod the in- 
structions of their nominal suzerain nor 
puidicly Fe[iudiated them. Bulgaria, in 
consdiuence of the asKciit to the last hy- 
pothesis would B igi;cBt a withdrawal 
by the powers which signed tho 
lleiliii treaty of their acccjited reprosenta- 
livcs from Sofia. It is preaunied that tho 
powers will do nothing of the kind, us at 
liMst two of them have expressed thein- 
:-elvu3 as perfoctlj^ content with the stutm 
(juo ill Bulgaria and will refuse to help on 
ihe Russian ])laiis in any way. In well 
informed ipiarters it is believtid that such 
an action will lead t(j internal dia.sensiijns 
in Bulgaria aa formidable as those prevail- 
ing at present in Roumania, and tho 
danger is

by a weaker faction in Bulgaria and Rou- 
mania and iit all events may thus bo given 
a jiretext to interfere. In Roumaiua re- 
cent events have shown the existence of a 
dee[> rooted difference between the gov- 
orimient and opposition. M. Bratiano, 
who has been twelve years in power, was 
coiupelled to resign, although ho had a 
majority of 1)0 in parliament. At tho 
elections six weeks ago 137 of his sup- 
porters were returned, while the opposi- 
tion, consisting of dissident liberals, num- 
ber only 47. It is, however, asserted 
that owing to extraorduiary pressure put 
upon voters at election time, a point in 
which Roumania resembles Spam, the 
guvcrnnieiit is always sure of a minority, 
so th.it III obtaining oven such a majority 
as 47 liberals, won a moral victory. 
iMcaiiwhilo M. Brati.aiio is passing through 
a great storm of popular disfavor. The 
interest offered bj' the whole business lies 
in the revelation thus afforded of the 
hopeless divisions which prevail among 
the Roumanian people and tho existing 
crisis presents itself to their minds as a 
choice 

CEfWEEN RUSSIA AND ADSXEIA-HONOAKY, 

and circumstances have made it excep- 
^onally difficult, foi^them^to . make such a 
choice. Kcw Roumanians have forgotten 
or forgiven Russian conduct in 1877 and 
1878. Russia then accepted Roumania 's 
help and very useful the 40,000 Rou- 
manian trof)p3 at Plevna were to her. 
But she never treated her brave allies 
with friendliness and when the war was 
over slio filched Bessarabia from them, 
giving worthless Dolerudsicka in ^ ex- 
change. On tho other hand, Austria- 
Hungary has played her cards so badly as 
to bo even less popular with Roumanians 
than Russia, Austria has tieated Rou- 
niaiiiu badly from a commercial point of 
view. The upshot is that, between the 
Russian boar and the Ausimn octopus, 
the average Roumanian chooses the 
former. A profound difference on tho 
(|uestioii of foreign policy, consequently, 
arise, and if l^ng Charles really has 
bound himself to a triple alliance it is now 
certain he cannot carry his subjects with 
him. 

WAIILIKE rUBrABAHOSS. 

Trustworthy advices from Russia state 
that in every department of tho army and 
navy the greatest activity prevails. Ajmies 
of in«n are working night and day putting 
everything in readiness as if Russia were 
on tho eve. of opening hostilities. 

THE FKENCU CltlSLS. 

In spite of the largo majority secured 
by the French Cabinet in the vote of 
want of confidence in the government on 
Thursday, tho general state of affairs in 
France continues in an acute crisis. A 
number of Republicans, who formerly 
would not see anything dangerous in 
General Boulanger's proceedinga, now be- 
lieve him to 1)0 the instrument of the 
royalists' restoration ; others, however, 
believe that I'milanger is not so much 
wciuld-be-inonk as would-bo-Ciesar. The 
iiionarchial restoration or dictatorship 
would at once create fresh danger of an 
armed conflict. All the unwarranted talk 
aliout Bismarck's alleged secret dealings 
with the enemies of the reiniblic is only 
ajit to feed the flame of Pauvinism in 
France, and thus to prepare a way for 
military dictatorship. It is strange that 
so many French republicans do not 
see this. They are actually laying traps 
for themselves by their groundless asser- 
tions, whilst thus promoting Boulanger- 
ism, they at the saiiio time help to make 
militarism a natiounl necessity, as it is in 
Genuany. 

THE GERMAN CRISIS. 

Tho death of Emperor Frederick just 
now would undoubtedly have the cfl'cct of 
creating a strong feeling of antipathy to- 
wards Kisniarck throughout Germany, as 
it is generally uiulerfitoud that tho Chan- 
cellor's iinqiu'stionalilo policy in tho mut- 
ter of tho union of Princess Victoria to 
Prince Alexander has had tho effect of at 
least hastening the progress of the. 
disease. The Emperor was satii^ed with 
Prince Alexander. There was a minor 
quostion of court rod tnpo; .Alexander's 
mother did not belong to a royal casto. 
But as there was no ((uestion of succes- 
sion to the Prussian cr<jwn this point 
could have been distniBsed. Objections 
of tho Czar could have possibly been 
removed by simply making Alexander 
ineligible to the Bulgarian throne. Still 
Bismarck insisted that such was objection- 
able as well as politically inconvenient, 
and that such a union would naturally 
enough, to tho Czar ho a symbol of policy 
wliicli (iermany 1ms hitherto oflicially dif» 
claimed. The whole policy of Bisinarcic 
since last December has been to avoid do- 
ing anything which would give Russia a 
pretext for an attack on him. Public 
opinion in Germany has undorgono a 
rapid change around to tho Emperor's view 
during tho past week aiid that notwith- 
standing Bismarck's conciliatory policy 
towards Russia, Priiico Alexander will 
have only a fow months to wait, as events 
in the east will by that time settle the ro 
lations between Gorinany and Russia iU' 
dependently of personal ties.

tho loss is almost irreparable to Canada. 

At the meeting of tho Imperial Federa- 
tion League to-night a resolution was 
adopted recommending that tjie goveru- 
mont take steps to bring about a confer- 
ence of Oanada and the Australian col- 
onies on matters of interest to botli.

The downward 
tendency of the inflammation increases 
and there is no hope that tlie patient's 
lungs way long remain unafiected. 

Secretly, the Emperor wrote on a small 
piece of paper a note to the Crown Prince, 
reading: "Learn to sufi'or without com- 
plaining, that is a single lesson I can teach 
thee." 

The Emperor, this afternoon, received 
all of the members of the Imperial family, 
includiiui his mother, Dowager Empress 
Augusta. 

Prince Bismarck entered the room at 7 
o'clock in the evening and remained with 
the Emperor an hour. 

The pus discharge continues to thicken 
despite the efforts of tho doctors to con- 
trol its consistency. This tho .attonUont 
physicians regard as an extremely bad 
symptom. 

The following bulletin was issued by 
the Emperor's physicians at 8:30 p.m. — 
"The fever is slightly less to-day and his 
general condition is somewhat improved. 
(Signed), Drs. Mackenzie,^ wegiier, 
KrauBo, Hovell, Loyden."

The Emperor has ordered that in 
prayers in the Church the expression 
"His Majesty, Emperor Frederick," be 
replaced by "Thy servant, Frederick, the 
Emperor." . 

Trouble In France. 

Paris, April 21. — In the senate to-day 
Floquot, replying to -the speech from 
Frarieux, said: i'ln order to carry out 
the agreement for a revision of the con- 
stitution in the senate it is necessary that 
we should explain the subject. W^e un- 
derstand by a revision the perfecting of 
the constitution, wherein certain vices 
have boon indicated." 

Voices — "What vices ?" 

Floquet declined to enter into any de- 
tails, but stated that "a majority of tho 
committee of the chamber elected had 
agreed to postpone the (luestion. If it 
should be found necessary to change the 
relations between the church and state it 
would not be done in order to attack tho 
religious peace or liberty of conscience. 
In reference to claims of Paris ho was 
prepared to increase municipal privileges, 
but not to give tho municipality control 
of tho police. If the cabinet 
wore obliged to propose a reform 
of the senate it would first 
ask tho senate to deliberate upon the 
proposals." In conclusion, he said: "To 
struggle against the existing dangers we 
must display a democratic energy and 
show that the free exercise of parliament 
and institutions can give the satisfaction 
pought. In dictatorship we must unde- 
ce..-e the masses so they will regain con- 
fidence in UH and our task will then be 
easy. I have taken oflico deteriniiied to 
oppose dictiitorship with the principle of 
republican rules." Tho order of the day aa 
agreed to by the government was then 
adopted by a vote of 135 to 106.

HON. THOMAS WHITE DEAD. 

Yealerday afternoon tho following tele- 
gram was received at this ottico: "Hon. 
Thomas White is dying. The oiily hope 
now lies in his vigorous constitution." 
Last evening the sad news of his death, 
which appears in another column, reached 
us. To say that it came as a groat shook, 
as it will to our readers this uwining, is 
but feebly to express the feeling of sorrow 
which tlio oiivly donuao of this distin- 
guished son of Caniida caused. It was so 
unexpected, so .sudden, that it will bo 
bard to realize that the Minister of the 
Interior has passed away from tho active 
liold of politics iu which he has so long 
been a prominent ligure. Tho loss to 
Canada is indeed irreparable; he possessed 
qualities, peculiar to himself, which rend- 
ered his services invaluable to the coun- 
try. The father of tho lamented dead, 
emigrated to Canada from tho County nf 
■\Vestmeath, Ireland, in 1821), and carried 
on business for many years in jMontreal 
as a loatlier merchant. The late Hon. 
Thomas White was born in that city on 
the 7th of August, ISIJO. Ho was educa- 
ted at tho Montreal High School, and in 
185o married Miss Vine, of Quebec, lie 
was enjpged in mercantile pursuits in ear- 
ly life, and subsequently studied law for 
lour years with Hon. Sidney Smith, Cj. 
0., at CobuTg. He served in Peterboro 
and Hamilton as a niombor of the Gram- 
mar School boards; was for some time 
reove of tho town of Peterboro; and a 
representative for a number of years of 
the Jlontreal Board of Trade; was in the 
Dominion board; was a member for three 
years of the Executive Cominittiio of the 
Dominion board, and representative for 
live years of that body at the National 
Board of Trade of the United States. He 
was first retured to Parliament at the 
general election of 1878. Was an unsuc 
cessful candidate for South Wentworth in 
1867 for the Ontario Legislative Assem- 
bly; for the Commons in Preacott County, 
Ontario, in 1874, and for Montreal West 
ill 1870, and again in 1870, the aggregate 
majority in tho lirst throe elections being 
oiily sixteen. He was lirst returned to 
llie Commons for the constituency of 
CardwoU in 1878j was re-elected at the 
general election of 1882, and again 
at the last general election. He was 
sworn in as a member of the Privy Coun- 
cil and appointed Minister of the Interior 
on the 5th of August, 1885, which posi- 
tion he occupied until his death. His 
journalistic career, however, was tho 
must marked feature of his life. Con- 
nected fast wi^h tho Peterboro Ju-cicir, 
he then took charge of the Hamilton 
Spechitor, and afterwards went to Mon- 
treal, where he and his brother assumed 
. control of the Gccsette,' and . from a dwind- 
ling sheet of little ihflueace mised it to 
the proud posil-idn it to-day occupies — one 
of Canada's leading papeM. Hon. Mr. 
White was the first Canadian minister to 
reach this city over the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, and the occasion was made a 
memorable one in the history of Victoria. 
Ho arrived here on the evening of tho 'Jth 
July, 1880, and was tendered a civic ad- 
dress at The Victoria on tho night of the 
12th, when hedelivored, hi reply, one of the 
most powerful speeches ever made on the 
Pacific Coast. Again last year,' on the 6th 
August, he paid Ua a visit on business in 
connection with his department and car- 
ried away many pleasant recollections of 
his sta}'. lie was always a great admirer 
of British Columbia, and in his death thi.s 
Province loses a good friend. As a iiiem- 
bor of tile ( iovernmeiit he was noted for 
his faitiiful devotion to duty, his tliorougli 
accfuaintance with tlu' work of his de[)art- 
mont, and his activity in all fields of 
political labor. As an organizer during 
election campaigns ho had no equal in the 
Cibinot, and luiicli of the success of the 
jiarty during the last one must be 
attributed to his extraordinary exer- 
tions. Personally one of the 
kind and genial of men, he 
at all times approaeliablu, 
attracted to hiiiiaelf a host of 
friends, more esiiecially among the young 
men of his party, who will feel that in his 
death each suflera a terrible bereavement. 
To his party, whoso policy ho has so 
largely assisted in moulding, his sudden 
taking oil' will come as a severe blow, 
since his place cannot, in many particu- 
lai-s, bo filled.) The Dominion loses a 
.faithful sou, who held broad views as to 
her future greatness, and who believed 
that only by continuing the connection 
with the Mother Country could tho aspir- 
ations of all true Canadians reach fruition, 
lie was not led away by the chimeras 
which at this time till many men's souls;

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THE BEHRING'S SEA. 

The delay in settling tho question of 
jurisdiction in the Bohring's Sea may 
[irovo unfortunate. Before the American 
order was issued against vessels entering 
I he sea for the purpose of catcliiug scils a 
lumibor of the Victoria licet h.ul cleared 
for the I'acilic Ocean and lH'ln'iiig'.s Sc.a, 
and will likelyimt return lien; fur supplies. 
.\s has before been announced, uwiiera 
and caiitaiiis of sealing vessels have stated 
their intention of protecting their property 
against any interference on tho part of the 
Aiuorican revenue cutters, and in casus 
where Indians form tho hunting 
parties, tho law of self-preservatiuu 
will doubties.s lie observed. The 
delay in settling claims and the 
:iuesti"ti of the right to enter the sea, ha;' 
worn out all patience, and the Indians 
feel particularly hostile on the matter. 
The recent action of the Alaska authori- 
ties in refusing to bond the vessels and 
catch of Messrs. Boscowit/. and Warren 
will only add to the dissatisfaction al- 
ready felt, and if au unfortunate encoun- 
ter takes place between the sealers and 
the American cruisers, the former could 
hardly be blamed fur resell ting the indignity 
of ai-resting a British vessel while in the 
peaceful prosecution of what is an un- 
doubted right. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that, before the sealing tleet has entered 
Beliriiig's Sea, an understanding on the 
matter will have been arrived at. Both 
parties to tho dispute should hasten 
that end, .so that the present complication 
may not load up to a very serious ques- 
tion between the friondly nations. 

THE SCHOOL AMENDMENT BILL. 

The school bill having passed through 
committee by a substantial majority will 
come up for adoption to-morrow. Its 
provision.-! have beoii iloHi'iibud ill detai 
ill these coluiiiiis; lint a new and im- 
]iortant provision was adtlcd in committee. 
The mayor uf each eity is created chair 
man of the school hoard. This is an 
ominentlji proper airangenient, as the 
cities will be required to furnish one 
third of the salaries of the teaching staff, 
iauother excellent, necessary and .'just pro- 
vision, upon the introduction of which 
the Minister of Education cannot be to( 
highly coniiiieiided. Somo of the country 
districts aro stjirving for w.iiit of the com- 
monest educational adv.intages. Popiila 
tion is pouring into the agricultural settle 
uienta and the new coiiiefH naturally lool 
to the govermneiit to provide at least 
primary education for tlieir j'oiing. Tli 
wants of this class couhl not be met if th 
free school establishment should continue 
to be supported solely out of the proviu 
cial revenue. The estimated cost of the 
establi8hmeutforl888-9is^l35,710,moro 
than one-sixth, of the entire revenue ! 
Tho draft is too great to bo longer sua 
tained without assist.-ince from the richer 
and more iiojiiiluus cuiniiiiiiiitios. The new 
system is fair and eipiitable and has been 
provided in the interest of free education 
in the higher bnmclies, the existence 
(if which was seriously endangered by the 
inability of the provincial revenue to keej 
[lace with the expenditure. Notwith 
standing the assertion of the opposition 
organs, no additional taxation will be nO' 
cessary. The cities can well afford to 
provide tho re<[nircd quota from their 
alimidance; and the Victoria school trus 
tees will have no occasion to regret that 
their sensible rei|ucstlias been met by tlu; 
House. We look forward with a feeling 
of cuniidence to an increase in the u.soful- 
iiesB of tho free school aysteiii as an out 
come of the new bill.

Diocletian was 
touched, but was even more incensed 
against the Christians. He valued highly 
the services of tho young noble and, loth 
to loso so gallant a warrior, petitioned 
him to renounce his religion and be Novat- 
ed to still higher positions in the imperial 
service. It was in vain ! For (Joorge, or 
"George of Cappadocia" as he was called, 
was resolute and persistent in his refusal, 
lie was then seized and placed in a prison 
at Nicodemia, where he was subjected to 
tho mosthorribleof tortures, after enduring 
which for several days with reiiiark- 
iblo fortitude, he waS beheaded on tho 
•S.'ji d April, 289. Other accounts make Lyd- 
da the place of execution, but Nicodemia 
la most generally accepted. Tho story of 
St. George and the dragon is too well 
known to need description, and, although 
only a legend, fully portrays tho chivalrous 
character and noble bearing of this glor- 
ious saint. His name has been held in 
veneration wherever known, froiii the 
time of his death, but it waa not until the 
date of the lirst crusade by Richard Oo^ur 
de Lion that St. (ieorge became [lopular 
in I'higland. At a council of Oxford in 
1222, it was ordered that the festival of 
>St. George bo kept as a national feast, 
but it was not until Edward III. sat upon 
the English throne that tho saint was 
made "I'alriin of the realm of Eiiglaiul," 
and the battle cry of "For St. George and 
Merrie England, " or "(lod ami St. 
George" was lustily rendered by our an- 
cestors as lliey rushed upon their foes. 
During the fourteenth century and long 
after, the cross of St. Georgo was the 
badge worn over tlio armor of every Eng- 
lish soldier, and when at a later date the 
three kingdoms were united under the 
title of Great Britain, the St. George's 
cross was blended with the crosses of St. 
Andrew and St. Patrick and tho whole 
are now known as our "Union Jack," the 
emblem of freedom, respected wherever 
unfurled. 



ST. GEORGK'S DAY. 

To-morrow is .set apart for the celebra- 
tion of the ID'JOth anniversary of the oxu 
eution of St. Georgo, tho martyr, by Dio- 
cletian at Nicodemia. It will be cole 
brated at\he banquet board in this city 
by tho society which bears tho groat 
saint's nanio. St. (ieorge was born 
Cappadocia, his parents being Christians 
of noble biood. The principles of the 
true religion wore propounded to him ear- 
ly in Ilia youth, and he was carefully 
trained in the faith. While yet a boy Ida 
father aurreiidorod Ins life for his faith, 
and he with his mother retired into Pul 
estine, of which country she was a native, 
Hiid .\vheru by lithei'lliiuue he was rich in 
theioyofl of the world, .jHnying ombracod 
the profeBBi9n']nost'Buitable to one of no- 
ble birth, that of a soldier, lie; ■ Ijy hie 
groat valor and ijorsonal prowess, rapidly 
rose under tho Emperor Diocletian to 
liig'.i military rank. At this time, about 
the twentieth year of our hero's career, 
his mother died, and (Jeorge, with in 
creased retiiiuo, steadfastly apjdied liini 
self to the aerviees of his Emperor. As 
time progressed tho Emporor be- 
gan to show ft very marked mani- 
festation of hostility towards Christianity, 
obBerving which Georgo, at a personal in- 
terview with the Emperor and the 
■enAtors, fearlessly proolaimod his faith

Boscowitz and Capt. Warren iminodiatoly 
repaired tu the authorities to make ar- 
ran'jiuiienls foi the release of their 
seluH iiieis, Tlu'ir siir[)rise can bo better 
inia','inod than described, when tho Mar- 
shal distinclly refused to hand them over, 
iiotwitliBtaiuliiig that the gentlemen otl'er- 
ed blinds exceeding by far tho value of the 
schooners. 

The Boscowitz loft on the l.'ith on her 
return trip, but as the skins seized last 
year wore to be sold un the arrival of tho 
Kilter, Mr. Hoscowit/, and Ca[)t. Warren 
conclu(U'il 1(1 remain over until after tlio 
sale. The schooners will probably bo 
taken to Seattle and there soldi unless the 
United States government can be brought 
to teriiis.
